The list of names, it will be seen, 
represents the backbone of the great 
paeking industry of the country, con- 
taining, as it does, two Armours, 
three Swifts, and two Morrises, most 
of them residents of Chicago. 

Their indictment brings to a climax 
the first concerted effort in the East 
to fix responsibility for the prevailing 
high price of food in this cuuntry. 

Jersey City, as a cold-storage cen- 
ter, where the packing companies of 
the West maintain vast warehcuses in 
which thousands of pounds of meat 
and poultry are stored, proved a fruit- 
ful source of investigation.

MINORITY SHARES. 
Deals Now on in Denver Will Re- 
sult in Company to Control! Ninety . 
Per Cent. of World's Output—Wy- 


oming Deposits Figure mpoyees in 
Purchase. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NICHT REPORT.] 


DENVER, Feb. 25.—The Times says: 
Deals are now being negotiated in 
Denver which will probably ult in 
the formation of a trust that will con- 
trol 90 per cent. of the asbestos out- 
put of the world. 

Officers and ‘representatives of. the 
International Asbestos Company, the 
National Asbestos Company, the Wy- 
oming Consolidated Asbestos Company 
and the United States Asbestos Mining 
and Fiberizing Company are here: to 
confer with the representatives of Eng- 
lish and California capitalists regard- 
ing the sale of their properties to new 
interests. 

' Representatives of the Amalgamated 
Asbestos Corporation, a Canadian com- 
pany recenily launched, which has ob- 
tained control of about 90 per cent. of 
the asbestos output of Canada, are 
now investigating the properties of the 
companies represented at the Denver 
conference and the consummation of 
the first deal will likely be followed by 
the absorption of these companies by 
the big Canadian corporation. 

The new interests are said to Have 
offered $1,100,000 for the control of the 
Wyoming asbestos deposits and pro- 
pose to spend $1,000,000 in developing 
the projects, building factories and 
putting the output on the market. 
Martinus Thompson of London 
now in Wyoming in connection with 
the deal and is expected here Monday. 
CC. A. Martin of Berkeley, Cal., pres- 
ident of the United States Asbestos 
Mining and Fiberizing Company, is al- 
ready in the city and the officers of 
the other companies live in either Den- 
ver or Wyoming.

of foul play. 

In nearly every instance of suspected 
desertion the man was nearing the end 
of his term of enlistment and was well 
supplied with money.

The body found yesterday has not 
been @dentified. It is in such a state 
of decomposition that the only poss'ble 
means of identification is through the 
clothing found on the body.

Every house which has been bur- 
giarizeq during the last six months 
Was tested by the detectives. In eight 
cases where entrance was obtained by 
prying open windows or doors with a 
“jimnue,” it was found that the dents 
on Baldwin's chisel corresponded per- 
fectiy with the scars ieft in the wood 
work. The burglar keys were so com- 
plete that. oniy a tew places were 
found where they would not unlock 
doors that had been openeq by the 
unknown person who has been so busy 
in thig line. To add to the circum- 
stantial case against the housebreaker 
is the statement of several men who 
have given a description of a man seen 
loitering on the premises where bur- 
giaries were later comniitted.

SEVERE SENTENCE. 
HANUSCHEK’S LONG TERM. 
“It is the sentence of the court that 

you be confined in San Quentin prison 
for twenty-five years,” said Judge 
Willis yesterday in passing judgment 
upon John Hanuschek of Colegrove, 
who pleaded gulity to the information 
‘charging him with placing formalde- 
hyde in the family coffee pot in the 
hope of killing his aged mother, and 
@ hired man employed on the place, 
who had incurred his enmity. 

The evidence against the young man 
showed premeditation for carrying out 
the murderous intent, and little sym- 
‘pathy Was wasted on the accused by 
the court, It appeared from the tes- 
timony that Hanuschek had been an 
inmate of the Whittier Reform 
School, but had been paroled at the 
instance of hig mother, whom he aft- 
erward attempted to kill. The boy is 
only 18 years of age. 

In passing sentence, Ju Willis 
gave Hanuschek some vice, 
and told him that he (Willis) did not 
think he was a degenerate, but that 
he knew just what he was doing when 
he placed the poison where he hoped 
his mother would secure a dose, which 
Was much more than enongh to kill, 
according to the é¢vidence of the physi- 
clans. 

The prisoner did not show the least 
concern when he was given a quarter 
of a century, meaning all of his adult 
life, for, uniess something happens to 
agen the sentence, Hanuschek will 

» nearly 40 years of age When he 
emerges from behind the gloomy walls 
of San Quentin.

MARKET CONTENTION. 

JAPS MUST PAY NOTES. 
Judge Moss has just concluded the 
hearing of a case involving a series of 
notes given by Japanese gardeners in 
connection with the city markets that 
will be of especial interest. Eighty- 
nine Japanese gardeners had _ given 
their notes for $500 each involved in a 
deal for their attendance upon one of 
the city markets; but four cases (the 
issues being the same in all,) were 
united in a single contest. 

The title of the actions was: Naka- 
gawa against Okomato, Yamaguchi 
against Kasagama, Akatagawa against 
W. Abe and Akutgimi against Mesa- 
sumo. The notes had n given to 
what is known as the Japanese Farm- 
ers’ Associaiion, consisting of 120 Jap- 
anese vegetable growers, and n 
assigned to the plaintiffs for the pur- 
poses of this action. 
All of the Japanese involved in the 
contention had gone from the old 
Third-street market to the new Ninth- 
street market when the latter was or- 
ganized. The Ninth-street market peo- 
ple wanted to keep them there, so the 
officers of the association got the Japs 
to sign the notes in question (the notes 
being in the English language, but the 
contract accompanying the notes being 
couched in Japanese,) the Japs under 
the contract agreeing to remain there. 
and if they left for the ether market 
ord would be compelled to pay the 
notes. 
After the signatures of eighty-nine 
Japs had been secured to the con- 
tracts, the large produce dealers and

This programme of the President and the Sen- 


| ator makes a direct cut teward real reform. There 


is nothing diaphanous, tortuous or uncertain about 
it. The expenses of government are enormous, and 
this is true not only of the Federal government but 
of all State governments with whose affairs we are 
acquainted, and then on to all municipal govern- 
ments in the same degree. There is no branch of 
government, small or large, known to us anywhere 
m the United States, that is conducted at ali upon 


the same principles as characterize the manage- 


ment of private business by capable business men. 
There is no business concern in the United States, 
at all successful, managed as the business of gov- 
eyament is from top to bottom, small and large. 
4t is worth more to the taxpayers aiid to the coun- 
try generally to have an economical administration 
of the government by which every dollar of the 
peopie’s money will be made to produce the largest 
amount of good results than all the theoretical 
sthemes the professional reformers ever even 
dreamed of. 
Statesmen at Washington who have all the facts 
within reach, and who have given close considera- 
tion to the subject, tell us that from $100,000,000 
to $300,000,000 a year might be saved by a prop- 
er administration of al] the various branches of 
the government. If we go through the nearly half 


| a hundred States that form'the Union we shall 


find a much larger sum squandered in the aggre- 
gate than this wastefulness in the Federal 
gation. Then if we take up all the municipalities 
of the United States, and should foot up the amount 
of taxpayers’ money wasted in one way or another, 
the sum would be simply colossal. 

Supposing the affairs of government in all 
branches were conducted on the same principles of 
close economy as characterize any of the great busi- 
ness concerns of the day, what would be the re- 
sult} We are not pleading for lopping off the 
revenues of government, but for spending them 
ey: By a saving of the waste we would have 

nds for the reclaniation of arid lands, for the 
improvement of waterways and harbors, for the 
erection of coast defenses, for the building of roads, 
national, State and local, for the care of 
streeta and policing of cities, a & thousand 
things into which this subject ramifies. 

The question is a practical one and will be 
solved by practical men, using practical methods, if 
that is ever done. We would suggest that in har- 
diing this stibject experts be called in by the gov- 
ernment to revise the administration of the various 
a and bureaus and point out where waste 
exists. It would result in the making of every em- 
ployé of every government in the country perform 
his full quota of service, as is done in business con- 
cerns. It would result in the buying of supplies in 
the cheapest markets ahd in the cheapest way. It 
would probably result in the weeding out of a great 
many incompetent persons. 

To achieve such a massive and magnificent re- 
form will require boldness, thoroughness, intense 
penetration, persistence, unsélfishness and honesty 
on the part of the investigators, and the valid, un- 
yielding support of Congress and the people. —

HO PAYS THE TAX? 

It will seareély be disputed that tariffs 
levied upon imports aré a tax. The real question 
is, Who pays the tax? 

An amiable free-trade friend of the writer, like 
all free-traders, is positive that the Américan who 
buys anything importéd or anything made out of 
imported raw material pays whatéver tax is levied 
upon the import as a tariff. 

That is a doctrinaire statement exactly on a par 
with nearly all free-trade reasoning. It is right 
in line with Richard Cobden’s prophecy made sixty 
years ago when he pressed upon Engiand the de- 
sirability of free trade. He Was asked how BEng: 
land would flourish of a fréé-trade basis with al! 
other countries protected. In other words, if Bng- 
land admitted imports from the world over duty 
free, while the world over made Engiand pay duties 
on her exports, how would and come out? 
Cobden’s dottrinaire answer to this practical ques- 
tion was that if England would go on a free-trade 
basis, in ten years all the rest of the world would 
be to follow. | 
It is sixty years since Cobden béeame the indus- 
trial Mosés for Gréat Britain, and in these sixty 
years, two full gefierfations, no other country has 
gone on a freétrade basis; but on the contrary 
Great Britain is now seriously considering thé pol- 
iey of going back té protective tariff principles, 
under which the United Kingdom flourished as 
well prior to 1850 as thereafter. 

Now let us apply facts in a practical way to this 
Under the Dingley tariff act,. which 
b so much prosperity to the United States 
for twelve précéding yeafs, hides of cattle paid a 
duty of 15 cents a pound When brought into the 
United States.

It seems the etreét car strike in Philadelphia 
is interfering with the transmission of United 
States mails. This was the very condition which 
brought the Debs strike to a crisis. The strikers 
in Chicago stopped trains to which mail cars were 
Then came Mr. Cleveland upon the 
scene with Federal troops and broke the backbone 
of that crazy industrial war. President Taft has 
sent a warning to Philadelphia that the transpor- 
tation of the mails must not be impeded. That is 
quite right and proper. 

We hope very earnestly that the President will 
stand pat, however it may fare with tariff bills 
past and future. It is bad enotigh for the munici- 
pal authorities of Philadelphia or the State ad- 
ministration of Pennsylvania to permit this vio 


lence, this illegal interference with the regular 


business of the car company; but fof the United 
States to stand with idle hands or lie supinély on

LARGE EXPENDITURE TALKED 
OF AT NORTH BEACH. 


Commercial Wharf, Pleasure Piers, 
Bath-House, Tent City and Amuse- 
ment Features Contemplated—Buy - 
ers Found for Bonds on Condition 
Local People Help. : 


SANTA MONICA, Feb. 25.—At the 
City Hall tonight the Hampton har- 
bor project was discussed. T. J. 
Hampton explained the objects and 
plans of the proposed breakwater, 
bulkhead and harbor, saying the con- 
crete improvements would cost $600,- 
000. These are to include a commer- 
cial wharf, pleasure piers, hbath-house, 
tent city, hotel, boat landings. The 
property in, lved includes more than 
5000 feet of th city’s ocean frontage. 
He has secured 175 of the required 300 
local stockholders, and as soon a& the 
others are obtained he says the sale 
of the bonds will be concluded. The 
buyers have already been found, and 
the only condition remaining to be 
fulfilled is to secure local stockhold- 
ers a8 an earnest that the city is in 
favor of the enterprise.

MADE A MASON AT HISTORIC 


ALEXANDRIA 
A Collateral Descendent of the First 
President Takes His Third Degree 
in the Lodge of Which George 
Washington Was the Fi Wor- 
shipful Master.

' WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—A most in- 
teresting event today was the confer- 
ring of the third degree in|) Masonry 
upon Lawrence Washington, a collat- 
eral descendant of the Father of His 
Country, In the rooms of the Masonic 
lodge at Alexandiia, Va. The degree 
was conferred in full form by‘a dele- 
gation sent by the Grand Lodge of 
Iiltnois. 

The Alexandria - Washington Lodge, 
A. F. and A. M., is the lodge of which 
George Washington was the first Mas- 
ter, and today it has in its possession 
the paraphernalia used by ‘him,. his 
chair and his working tools as a Mas- 
ter Mason, and it guards zealously the 
Masonic tradition which attaches to 
the memory of the first President. 

Lawfence Washington, upon whom 
the third degree was conferred. is the 
custodian of the collection af Wash- 
ington memorials in the Library of. 
Congress. He is the son of the man 
who sold Mount Vernon. Invitations 
to witness the conferring of the degree 
were confined strictly to special Ma- 
sonic guests. 

The temple in Alexandria in which 
the Virginia lodge meets is not the 
‘building In which Washington called 
the craft to labor. In 1871 tne! original 
building was destroyed, and thé pres- 
ent structure, which is a part of the 
Alexandria City Hall, was erected on 
Its site. Nearly all the memorials cf 
Washington which the old: lodge had 
accumulated were sated froin the 
flames. The chief losses wére the 
glassware used in the time of Wash- 
ington and which, after having es- 
caped the flames, weer stolen. | At in- 
tervais since the fire some of ihe stolen 
articles have been returned mystert- 
ously, and the return in each case was 
accepted as the result of an awakened 
conscience. 
The Master Mason's chair used’ by 
Washington is still in service jin the 
Alexandria lodge, though it is brought 
into use only at the ceremonies at- 
tending the installation of officers. It 
is made of leather and inlaid with ma- 
hogany, and when not in use it js kept 
under a glass case. Several of the 
chairs used by the brothers of the 
lodge in Washington's time are stil! in 
the possession of the organization and 
they are in constant use. 
Two of the Washington aprons, the 
trowel with which he laid the corner 
stone of the United States Capitol, an 
original painting of Washington and 
other memorials of the first President 
and his time are preserved in the 
lodgeroom.
